Fiscal Court 
lowers tax rate 

At the August 8th Fiscal 
Court meeting, the tax base 
for the 2012-2013 budget was 
lowered from 0.402 to 0.401. 
According to Judge Execu¬ 
tive Earl Bush, the lowering 
will afford the county close 
to the same amount of reve¬ 
nue as last year. It is actually 
in keeping with the previous 
year, where the 2010-2011 
rate was lowered from 0.403 
to 0.402 for the 2011-2012 
fiscal year budget. 

The flash flooding expe¬ 
rienced on Holts Creek on 
Sunday, August 5th was also 
a topic of discussion at the 
meeting. The nearly 5 inches 
of rain that fell in close to 
an hour, found Holts Creek 
leaving its banks and follow¬ 
ing the path of least resis¬ 
tance into areas that had pre¬ 
viously not experienced the 
amount of flooding that was 
wide spread after that weath¬ 
er system moved out. Judge 
Bush said the area had re¬ 
cently been cleared of brush, 
but with the torrential rains, 
rocks and branches from 
other areas were brought 
to Holts Creek and the cul¬ 
verts around it with the fast 
moving water. In looking 
at pictures taken during the 
flooding and the following 
day, Judge Bush was glad no 
one was seriously injured or 
killed as a result of the flash 
flood. 

In like business, the re¬ 
pair work on the Hillsdale 
Road is complete and work 
will begin on Mattox Road. 

In other business, the 
Magistrates will hear the sec¬ 
ond reading of the proposed 
extension of alcohol sales 
at the next regular meeting 
of the Fiscal Court on Wed., 
Aug. 22 at 10 a.m. in the 
courtroom of the courthouse.

“Carrington Rock, 
Source of Legends” 

During the Civil War pe¬ 
riod, we tell about how peo¬ 
ple traveled either by horse¬ 
back or buggy and used pine 
torches at night to find their 
way. 

Eliza Carrington told of a 
soldier camp during the Civil 
War at the foot of the Car¬ 
rington Rock. These soldiers 
were hemmed in at the rock 
and went without food and 
water for three days. 

Finally, they became so 
thirsty they prayed for water 
and a clear, cold stream be¬ 
gan to gush from under the 
rock. They caught enough to 
last until they were released 
from the camp. 

Once, a group of Rebel 
soldiers were viewing the 
rock and a group of young 
people waved a Union flag 
from the top of the rock. 
The soldiers all spurred their 
horses at the same time. The 
soldiers rode to the foot of 
the rock and they climbed up 
and demanded the flag! 

But, while they were 
climbing the rock, Fannie 
Carrington (Eliza’s sister, 
who was there also) hid the 
flag under the top skirt of her 
dress. The soldiers kept de¬ 
manding the flag, but all the 
young people would say is, “I 
don’t see it! Do you see it?” 

Finally, the soldiers left 
the rock and then the young¬ 
sters came down too. They 
still had the flag. Eliza Car¬ 
rington was the daughter of 
James Carrington, who oper¬ 
ated a tan yard at the foot of 
Carrington Rock.

From Our Fellow Kentuckians 
Rascals, Heroes and Just 
Plain UnCommon Folk 
By James C. Claypool 
Franklin Sousley 1925-1945 

His full name is Franklin 
Runyon Sousley and he was 
bom in Flatwoods, Kentucky. 
After high school in his native 
state he began his working life 
at General Motors in Dayton, 
Ohio. In 1944 he became a 
marine and started his service 
in California at Camp Pendle¬ 
ton. 

His status was as an auto¬ 
matic rifleman with company 
E, Second Battalion. Twenty- 
eighth Marines of the Fifth 
Marine Division. 

In September 1944, he 
and his battalion were shipped 
to Hawaii where he under¬ 
went more training and was 
promoted to private first class. 
He “was in the invasion force 
that landed on the Japanese- 
held island of Iwo Jima on 
Febmary 15, 1945. Sousley 
was among the combat ma¬ 
rines who took Mt. Suribachi 
after bitter hand-to-hand fight¬ 
ing and along with five other 
marines and one naval corps- 
man, helped raise a large re¬ 
placement flag atop the hill so 
that Joe Rosenthal could pho¬ 
tograph the re-created event.”

Sousley wrote to his 
mother just before he died that 
his regiment had captured the 
hill but it was not easy. He had 
no idea that war was like the 
horrible scene he witnessed 
on that battlefield. “Look for 
my picture because I helped 
put the flag up. Please don’t 
worry and write.” 

The flag raising was a 
high point in the war but be¬ 
fore Sousley and other ma¬ 
rines could be transferred, he 
was killed by a sniper, dying a 
few minutes after he was shot 
near Kitano Point. He was in¬ 
terred in Iwo, but in 1947 he 
was reburied in Kentucky near 
where he was bom. 

“Flags of Our Fathers” 
a Clint Eastwood film from 
2006 shows Sousley. When 
it was discovered that his 
tombstone made no reference 
to his war efforts, money was 
collected to erect a monument 
befitting the heroism he had 
shown. So, in 1995, on the 
fiftieth anniversary of the Mt. 
Suribachi flag raising, a Ken¬ 
tucky marine was honored at 
his grave.

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Cemeteries to receive flagpoles 
to honor deceased veterans 


The Bracken County 
Veteran’s Memorial As¬ 
sociation have been busy 
purchasing and placing 
flagpoles at Bracken Coun¬ 
ty cemeteries lacking flag¬ 
poles, where veterans are 
buried.

THE ONE ESSENTIAL THING 
by Cornelius R. Stam 

The place of the Word in the life of the believer is 
settled once and for all in the inspired record of one of 
our Lord's visits to the home of Mary and Martha (Luke 
10:38-42). 

Commentaries on this passage generally point out 
that both Mary and Martha had their good points! This, of 
course, is true, but if we limit ourselves to this observation 
we rob the account of its intended lesson, for our Lord 
did not commend both sisters for their "good points." He 
reproved Martha and commended and defended Mary with 
regard to one particular matter. 

What, exactly, was Mary commended for? How often 
she has been portrayed as an example to us to spend more 
time with the Lord in prayer! But this is missing the point 
of the passage. Mary was not praying; she "sat at Jesus' feet, 
and HEARD HIS WORD." She just sat there, drinking in 
all He had to say. This was "the one essential thing" which 
Mary had "chosen" and which our Lord said was not to be 
"taken away from her." Thus, while prayer and testimony 
and good works all have their importance in the life of the 
believer, hearing God's Word is "the one essential thing" 
above all others. Indeed, let this "one thing" be given its 
rightful place and all the rest will follow naturally. 

It is granted, of course, that we must study the Word 
prayerfully and with open heart, or it will have disastrous, 
rather than beneficial results, but this only goes to place 
still further emphasis upon the supreme importance of the 
Word of God, which we seek, by sincere and prayerful 
study, to understand and obey.

A CHILD’S VISION DEVELOPMENT 


At one month of age, 
babies can briefly focus on 
objects up to three feet away. 
At two months, infants can also 
track moving objects, and their 
visual coordination and depth 
perception continue to improve. 
At three months, babies have 
the ability to control their arms 
and hands to the point where 
they can grasp near-by objects. 
If a baby is unable to focus on 
and track objects at this point, 
an eye exam is recommended. 
Distance vision as well as focus, 
tracking, depth perception, and 
other aspects of vision should 
continue to improve throughout 
early childhood. By age seven, 
the ability of both eyes to focus 
on an object simultaneously 
(convergence) should be more 
fully developed.

AGRICULTURAL 

DISTRICTS 

In 1982, the Kentucky General Assembly set forth the agricultural district 
law. It is the policy of this law “to provide a means by which agricultural 
land may be protected and enhanced as a viable segment of the state’s 
economy and as an important resource.” The Conservation District Board 
of Supervisors acts as the administrative body for the agricultural districts. 
If land owners submit a petition, the conservation district board reviews it, 
notifies the fiscal court and other planning boards, and then submit their 
recommendations to the state soil and water commission. 


PURPOSE 

The Bracken County SCD was organized as the 36th such district in 
Kentucky on September 15, 1943. The district’s objective is to provide 
assistance and guidance in wisely managing our natural resources, soil and 
water, for the continued use of present and future generations. Proper land 
use and curbing soil and water degradation are two of the district’s many 
ongoing objectives. Through the district program, the public is made aware 
of these problems, their efforts and possible solutions. 

INTRODUCTION 

The Bracken Soil Conservation District assists individuals, groups, 
organizations, city, county and state governments with solving local 
problems relating to soil and water resources. 

The District Board of Supervisors meets the first Tuesday of each month 



to review the annual plan of work and the long range conservation plan. 
Activities and services are carried out to promote soil and water conservation 
throughout the year. Technical services rendered to applicants are provided 
by the Natural Resources Conservation Service. 

By written agreement with and at the request of the Board of Supervisors, 
the Natural Resources Conservation Service (formerly SCS) provides 
professionals to help plan and carry out the district’s goals.

The Bracken County Conservation District is very fortunate to have 
cooperating agricultural agencies and businesses as a part of their ongoing 
program. These also play an important part in the lives of all landowners 
and farmers in Bracken County. The Conservation District sincerely thanks

Such 
practices include minimum or no-till plantings, contouring, stripcropping 
and adequate livestock watering systems. This is done through the Natural 
Resources Conservation Service Offices by the news media, articles, field 
days and through farm planning. 

RESOURCE CONSERVATION 
DEVELOPMENT (RC&D) 

The Conservation District is a member of the Licking Valley RC&D 
Area. Supervisor John M. Goecke represents the Conservation District on 
the RC&D Council. 


CONSERVATION FARM PLANS:

Farmers work long hours 
when they are trying to finish 
the harvest season.

While tractors are an es¬ 


sential part of agriculture, 
there are safety issues to con¬ 
sider while operating them: 

• When dismounting 
tractors turn off the engine, 
remove the key and wait for 
all moving parts to stop. 

• Never attempt to by¬ 
pass start a tractor. It may 
be in gear and drive over the 
person in front of the wheel. 

• Do not take passengers. 
There is only one seat avail¬ 
able on the tractor and it is 
for the driver. 

• Carry out regular safety 
inspections of equipment and 
facilities. Make necessary 
repairs and keep guards and 
shielding on. 

• Develop a safety plan 
tailored to your operation, 
your family and your em¬ 
ployees. Plans can include 
a lockout/tag-out program 
for equipment, a fire protec¬ 
tion plan, a chemical storage 
plan, farm safety rules and 
regulations, emergency field 
communications, and a plan 
in the event a serious farm 
injury or death occurs. 

• Review and enforce 
plans with employees and 
family members.

CRP Participants May 
Request Authorization To 
Conduct Emergency 
Haying or Grazing 
of CRP Acres 
The USDA Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) 
announces the opportunity 
for Conservation Reserve 
Program (CRP) participants 
to request authorization to 
conduct emergency haying or 
grazing on specific CRP acres. 
Authorization is based on a U. S. 
Drought Monitor designation 
of DO or higher for Kentucky 
Counties on or after July 19, 
2012. Eligible producers who 
are interested in applying for 
approval to conduct Emergency 
Haying or Grazing of CRP 
land located in Kentucky must 


request and obtain individual 
written approval from FSA 
before any haying or grazing 
starts. Participants will be 
assessed a 10 percent payment 
reduction on their annual rental 
payment for the acres actually 
hayed or grazed. 

Interested CRP participants 
are required to submit a request 
to FSA and obtain a modified 
conservation plan to hay and/ 
or graze under emergency 
provisions. The same acres 
may not be hayed and grazed 
under the same emergency 
designation. Emergency haying 
or grazing is not allowed within 
120 feet of any stream or water 
body. Specified portions of each 
field or contiguous fields must 
be left or grazed with limited 
stock for wildlife purposes. 

Emergency haying or 
grazing is restricted to specific 
practices that are 12 months 


past being determined as fully 
established by the agency. 
Participants shall not start any 
haying or grazing activity until 
individual written approval is 
received for the CRP contract 
request. Approved haying 
authorization will end not later 
than August 31. Approved 
grazing authorization will end 
not later than September 30. 

To take advantage of 
the emergency haying and 
grazing provisions, approved 
participants can use the CRP 
acreage for their own livestock 
or may grant another livestock 
producer use of the CRP acreage 
for the purpose of haying or 
grazing.

Gov. Beshear Pledges Support 
for Recreational Trails Program 


On Thursday, August 
9th, Gov. Steve Beshear an¬ 
nounced his support for the 
federal Recreational Trails 
Program (RTP) by signing a 
letter to U.S. Transportation 
Sec. Ray LaHood reaffirm¬ 
ing Kentucky’s commitment 
to utilize RTP funds. 

“I am extremely pleased 
that the Recreational Trails 
Program has been reautho¬ 
rized for funding,” said Gov. 
Beshear. “Kentucky is dedi¬ 
cated to effectively and effi¬ 
ciently using this program’s 
resources in an effort to 
enhance tourism, increase 
economic development and 
promote healthy, active life¬ 
styles in our rural and urban 
communities.” 

The RTP provides fund¬ 
ing to states to develop and 
maintain recreational trails 
and trail-related facilities 
for both non-motorized and 
motorized recreational trail 
uses. 

Last month, Congress 
and President Obama reau¬ 
thorized RTP funding with 
the passage and signing of 
the Federal Public Transpor¬ 
tation Act of 2012. As part of 
the legislation, $85 million in 
annual funding is dedicated 
to states for the RTP. How¬ 
ever, the legislation also con¬ 


tains a provision that allows 
state governors to opt out of 
the program funding. 

With this letter of sup¬ 
port, Gov. Beshear officially 
states that Kentucky recog¬ 
nizes the importance of the 
RTP and opposes any efforts 
to opt out of the program. 

“Recreational trails not 
only provide an alternative 
form of transportation, they 
also spur economic develop¬ 
ment, increase property val¬ 
ues and aid in land conser¬ 
vation,” said Gov. Beshear. 
“Trail funding has been a 
valuable resource to enhanc¬ 
ing the quality of Kentucky 
communities and I encourage 
other states to take advantage 
of this funding tool.” 

Bracken County current¬ 
ly has a Recreational Trails 
Program submitted that will 
be implemented at the Indus¬ 
trial Park on the AA Highway 
if approved. 

The RTP is funded by the 
U.S. Department of Trans¬ 
portation’s Federal Highway 
Administration. Kentucky’s 
RTP grants are administered 
by DLG and require that ap¬ 
plicants match the amount of 
funds requested. The grants 
may be used to provide assis¬ 
tance for acquisition of ease¬ 
ments; development and/or
